Those sizes sound pretty typical to me. I' ve been working as a licensed 

( CA ) elec. contractor as well as tweet ( you guys know who you are ) 
and tube rube, Primarily industrial. So, I have JUNQUE EXTRAORDINAIRE. 
Laying around ,oxidizing. Getting stepped on & tripped over. I hope to 
make it move before the onset of osteo whateveritis (???) Generosity here 
will ultimately repay me later. 


If you will send me specific size & trip req's e.g. current / time ( not 
too 

critical with "SPACECHARGISTORS" ), / size ( fairly critical to avoid 
loose connections/heat/smoke/$$$ etc.) & max. operating voltage, I may 
have some, and / or have sources. 

There are many more fuses available now than ever, even extremely high 
speed, massive monsters with internal limit switches to trip alarms upon 
blowing, or for input to CNC controls, PLC's, etc. for status/alarm. 
Also, even time delay fuses are much faster than mechanical circuit 
interrupters in the event of a short, as they have a_ series 
short-circuit element in addition to a time delay thermal ( load ) 
sensing element. 

Which brings us to " let thru " current ratings and response time. Let 
thru 
current is how much a piece of equipment can pass before it " GOES AWAY 

", READ: SAFETY,DAMAGE. A breaker with insufficient let thru capacity 
will often explode when subjected to a " HARD " short, and 
attempting to pass several hundred thousand amperes of current for a few 
milliseconds, before circuit impedance can limit surge current. This is 
where the high speed of the fuse helps by opening the circuit before 
giving it all up. 


Markings on fuses are in " AIC ", or < amperes, interrupting capacity>, 
in KILO Amps. A TYPICAL RESIDENTIAL RATING,e.g., IS [ 10000AIC ] 
and 


so marked. Max volts should also be marked or stamped on fuse.

I'm finally getting into this wonderful receiver with lots of previous 
problems from a previous "fixer". First, I discovered the output transformer 


plate and B+ leads were reversed. The voltage divider is not original but 
the voltage appears to be close to previous posts in this forum. Tubes have 
been checked and replaced for additional testing methods, and all voltages 
and resistances seem reasonable from the charts in Sams and Riders. The set 
is not "dead" just almost deaf. However, I am attempting to start with the 
IF alignment and running into motorboating/oscillating. I have resisted 
making a wholesale wax cap replacement at this time. Yet from the late 40's 
I have been told that this capacitor vintage is totally bad. This unit has 
the VR150 and an 80 rectifier tube so I think its considered a "late" -- 
not a B model. 


Could someone comment as to whether to take a time out and do a wholesale 
wax cap replacement before proceeding ahead? 


Also, when adjusting the 2nd IF trimmer caps, this seems to be the major 
source of the motorboating. Would this mean a problem in this vicinity? 


Lastly, would it be appropriate to inject the 455 at 3rd can and peak, then 
the second can etc to locate the source of the motorboating? Or, does one 
need the amplification of the successive stages to create the problem. 


In advance, any guidance would be appreciated.

Hi Dave & firebottle fans. Dave's problem got me to thinking about the 
leaky cap issue, which has been discussed many times here. I was thinking 
that maybe a good way to discover leaky caps would be to fire up the 
piece of equipment WITH ALL THE TUBES REMOVED, except the rectifier and 
regulators. Most all the caps in question would have B+ on one side, 


either bypasses or coupling. Measure at appropriate points with a VTVM 

to see if they are passing any DC. Coupling caps should have no DC on the 
grid side. Screen bypasses can be checked at the screen pin - the screen 
dropping resistor should have no drop across it. Plate circuits often 
have a 1 to 2K resistor in the feed (like to IF cans) and they also 
should have no voltage drop across them. 


Cathode bypass caps are another story. And this method certainly won't 
find open caps, which may be Dave's motorboating problem, but it will 
find most leaky ones.

I'm going to share this somewhat embarrassing story so someone else might 
profit from my carelessness. While I have not seen such notices on this 
e-list, I have noticed quite a few "beware of ..." type postings on 
newsgroups from sellers who didn't get paid, buyers who didn't get what 
they ordered or didn't feel like what they did get was "as advertised". 


A couple of months ago I listed on the boatanchors newsgroup an R-392 
parts unit for sale. I quickly had several offers and agreed to sell it 
to someone who, I believe, is a member of this e-list. Although he is 
only two states away, I first thought I could save him some of the 
shipping charges since I, or one of my co-workers, frequently have to 
travel to within a 2 or 3 hours of his QTH. For this reason I waited a

I finally figured out what was going on when I heard a crackling from 
the power supply. There was smoke under the chassis. And the wires 
coming out of the power transformer are blackened (though they may have 
been that way before). 


After a thorough check with Voltmeter and eyeballs, I couldn't find any 


thing obviously wrong, so I correct the original fault and CAUTIOUSLY 
re-applied power. Everything SEEMS to work. 


But now I've got a safety question. If I fried the insulation in the 
transformer I don't feel real good about trusting this thing any more. 
What should I do now? I've opened the transformer and performed a 
visual inspection, and what little I can see looks old, but sound.

I am wondering if anyone 
has any sources for these odd circuit breakers, and has anyone used them 
to replace odd fuses that are not easily obtained, anymore?--

Hi Bob and other breaker-breakers... 


I've not seen a CB for a 3/8" hole, but Potter Brumfield makes a series that 
fits right into a standard fuseholder hole, .625" I think. If memory serves, 
it's the "W28" series, but you better verify that. They look just like the 
usual 3AG size chassis mount black plastic fuseholders. 


They're available from about 2-3 amps up to 12-15 amps. They are thermal type 
breakers, therefore somewhat slow in tripping. 


PS: Those cartridge fuses were used in all sorts of things, and still are I 
think. I'd be very surprised if they aren't made anymore. My Fluke digital 
multimeter uses one for overload protection. I've also seen them quite 
recently in AC Induction Motor speed controls. 


Allied or Newark can get you the P&B circuit breakers. 
Hope this helps,

While going over stuff from a recent "dumpster dive", I ran across an 
item that someone surely can use. It's not really good to scrap for 
parts, and I don't need this unit as I have others like it. 


It is a decade resistor "box". It is in a copper box mounted on a 
standard 7 by 19 inch rack panel. It has four rotary switches: 
10's of ohms, hundreds of ohms, K ohms, and 10's of K ohms. 

It is split in 2 banks, that is, the first two switches and the 
second two are separated but can be connected together by means of 
1/4 phone jacks on the panel. In fact, the ends of each bank has 
four paralleled phone jacks connected to them. The unit is black 
with white pointer knobs. On the back it says U.S. Navy property 
with a contract number but no hint anywhere of who made it. 


The switches are superb - like the Daven attenuators use - BIG 
self-cleaning contacts - and are each inside a round shield can. 
The resistors are all wirewound on flat insulating material 

and are probably good for at least a watt..

About wax capacitors: just replace ‘em all. If they are not leaky enough 
to caseu trouble now, they will be. Leaving them in pl,ace is like driving 
an antique car with rotted tires just waiting to blow out suddenly. The 
hold air now, but... 

You may also find by doing this that a number of other troubles cure 
themselves. In this way you may save more troubleshooting hours than the 


hours you spend replacing capacitors. 


Also, I would try bypassing all electrolytic filter caps one at a time in 
cases of motorboating.
